and reverence for the Holy Scriptures in general; or to recommend them to the ſerious 
regard though but of few, who, by the advantage of education, or eminence of ſtation, 
have it in their power to ſet the pattern to others ; and eſpecially perſons of a politer turn, 
who, (if they will pardon the freedom of the addreſs). ſeem in a more peculiar manner obliged 
to lend their aſſiſtance towards reſtoring the Holy Scriptures that due honour and authority, 
which a falſe politeneſs has contributed more than any one thing elſe perhaps, to rob them 
of. Thoſe who wiſh well to their country, cannot have too high a regard for promoting a 
reverence of the Scriptures. Beſides the danger a neglect of them would occaſion to the 
conſtitution, it would be unavoidably attended with a corruption of manners, widely ſpread- 
ing and increafing in proportion: for as no ſufficient curb can be ſet to the exorbitant paſ- 
ſions of men without religion, ſo there can be no religion of a ſufficient authority to influence 
the bulk of mankind, without a revelation of the Will of God; and this is no where con- 
rained bit in the Holy Scriptures, which are the only true ſupport of religion in the world. 
Happy is that people, who enjoy the light of theſe, with a free liberty of examining- them, 
and of applying all the helps that learning can afford to a right underſtanding of them! May 
we ever enjoy this liberty, and make a diligent, as well as a ſober and modeſt uſe of it! Nor, 
by. our negligence or imprudence, incur the ſevere cenſure paſſed on thoſe, who have a price 
in their hand to get wiſdem, but have no heart or inclination to it. Prov. xvii. 16. | 
THese Divine Oracles contain every thing, in a manner, for which a book can he va- 
luable; and is, in ſhort, a treaſury of wiſdom not to be exhauſted. If the vicious and the 
.thoughtleſs know not how to value them, or a writer here and there, of an odd caſt of un- 


T: would make me happy to be in any degree inſtrumental to the promoting a juſt eſteem 


derſtanding, has attempted to ſignalize himſelf by diſparaging them ;---men of virtue, ſenſe, _ * 


and a ſolidity of mind, have always loved, admired, and reverenced them.---Among theſe, for 
the honour of our country, what a fair catalogue of illuſtrious names might be produced; 
the Boyles, the Lockes, the Newtons, the Addifons.---So that if human authority be of any 


conſideration in the preſent caſe, we have the beſt, the moſt unexceptionable that the world 


affords, for the excellency of theſe ſacred Books. And if any one can doubt of their divine 
authority, after weighing the external evidence which God hath given us of it, let him but 
ſtudy them thoroughly, and without prejudice, and he will perceive ſo many internal marks 
of their truth, and experience ſo much of their efficacy, as will diſpoſe him to acknowledge 
their divinity, and allow that they were given by the inſpiration of God. | | 


Tax Books of Moſes, as they are the firſt, ſo are they the foundation of the whole ſyſtem - 


of our Revelation; for could it be ſuppoſed that the writings of Moſes were falſe or forged, 
the very pillars of Chriſtianity would be ſhaken, and one of the main ſupports ow re- 
ligion would totter to its fall. The whole code of the Divine Revelation, from Geneſis to 
the. Apocalypſe, is one conſiſtent and harmonious ſyſtem; every part mutually [dependant on 
the other, and the whole diſplaying, in the moſt perfect and beautiful manner, the wiſe and 


providential goodneſs of a Being, graciouſly attentive to the redemption and happineſs of his

Tur abundant care of Providence, in preſerving theſe ſacred volumes entire throughout ſo 
many ages, claims our higheſt admiration ; and is a ftriking inſtance of their authenticity, 
and divine origin, Perhaps it may afford ſome neceſſary information to the generality of 
my readers, to be informed of the manner in which theſe invaluable writings have been pre- 
ſerved to us, and what copies of them have been from time to time diſperſed through the 
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world. It is certain, that in the reign of Joſiah, there was no other book of the law extant, «

belides that found in the temple by Hilkiah, (2 Kings xxii. 40, &c. 2 Chron.-xxxiv. 14, &c.) 
from which original, by order of that pious king, copies were immediately written out, and 
ſearch made for all the other parts of the Scriptures; by which means copies of the whole be- 


came multiplied among the people, who carried them into Babylon in their captivity. 


AFTER their return from the captivity, and re- ſettlement in the city of Jeruſalem, the pro- 


phet Ezra collected together as many copies as he could of the ſacred writings, which he diſ- . 
poſed into proper form and order, and tranſlated into the Chaldee language; for the Jews, 


during their captivity, had loſt their mother tongue, and had adopted that of the country 


wherein they were diſperſed; ſo that the law, which had hitherto been read in the pure He- 
brew language only, was now interpreted, and expounded to them in the Chaldee. 


Ir was about two hundred years from the time of Ezra, before we hear of any tranſlation 
of the Bible into other languages. This was in a great meaſure owing to the backwardneſs 
of the Jews in having any intercourſe with ſtrangers, and who, on their part, had no oppor- 
tunity of acquainting themſelves with the Jewiſh hiſtorians, for want of a tranſlation of their 
books into the Greek language. It is pretty certain that the Greek LXX, i e. Septuagint, 
was the firſt tranſlation = that of Ezra, and was ſo called, becauſe the tranſlation is ſup- 

d to be made by ſeventy-two Jews, who are uſually ſtiled, the Seventy Interpreters. Du 
in, however, obſerves, that it is a matter of diſpute among authors, whether there was a 


Greek verſion of the Old Teſtament more ancient than the Septuagint; and that Clemens 


Alexandrinus, Euſebius, Belarmine, Serarius, and others, are of opinion there was. On the 


other hand, St. Auguſtin, Philo, and Epiphanius, ſeem to be perſuaded that the LXX. 


were the firſt who tranſlated the ſacred books into Greek : for before our Saviour's rime, there 
was no other Greek verſion of the Old Teſtament, beſides that which went under the name 
of the Septuagint. | 

_ AFTER the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtianity, ſome authors undertook new tranſlations, under 
pretence of making them more conformable to the Hebrew text. T he firſt who performed 
this deſign was the Jewiſh proſelyte Aquila, of the city of Synope in Pontus, diſciple to Rabbi 
Akiba, who put it in execution the twelfth year of the emperor Adrian, A. D. 128. St. 
Epiphanius pretends, that being excommunicated after his converſion, for additing himſelf 
to judicial aſtrology, he ſer about this verſion out of hatred to the Chriſtians, and with a 


. wicked deſign of corrupting the paſſages of the prophets relating to Jeſus Chriſt, St. Jerom 


fays, his verſion is made word for word, and with too ſcrupulous a nicety. 57 
Tus ſecond Greek verſion after the Septuagint, is that of Symmachus, a Samaritan by 
birth, who firſt turned Jew, then Chriſtian, and at laſt Ebionite. He compoſed it, accord- 


ing to Epiphanius, in the reign of the emperor Severus. His verſion was more free than 
the reſt; for he applied himſelf chiefly to the ſenſe, without tranſlating ward for word; 
- - wherefore his verſion comes nearer the Septuagint than that of Aquila. The third Greek 


verſion is that of Theodotion of Epheſus. It is ſaid he was a diſciple of Marcion, and that 


baving had ſome difference with thoſe of bis ſe&, he turned Jew. The verſion” of this au- 


thor was the beſt of the three, becauſe he kept a juſt medium between Aquila and Symma- 
chus, not confining himſelf ſo ſervilely to the letter as the firſt did, nor wandering ſo far 
from it as the ſecond did. Da Pin's Can. of Scrip. D N 

Tux Hyrians have in their language a verſion of the Old Teſtament, which they pretend to 


be of great antiquity. A great part of it, they ſay, was made in Solomon's time, and the 


reſt in the time af Abgarus king of Edeſſa. They relate, that Hiram, king of Tyre, de- 
fixed Solomon to communicate the uſe of letters and writing to the Syrians, and to get 


- tranſlated for them the ſacred books of the Hebrews ;| which Solomon complied with, and 
ſent them the Pentateuch, Joſþua, Judges, Ruth, Samuel, Pſalms, Proverbs, Eccleſiaſtes, 


Solomon's Song, and Job, which were the only books then extant; the remaining — of

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ſcripture, they add, were tranſlated into Syriac after the death of Chriſt, by the cafe of Ab- I 


garus king of Edeſſa. But this account is looked upon as fabulous. It is true, the Syriac 
verſion which we have now, muſt be very antient, fince it is often cited by the fathers, 
Dr. Prideaux is of opinion, it was made within the firſt century; that the author of it was 
ſome Chriſtian of the Jewiſh nation; and that it is the beſt tranſlation of the Old Teſta- 


ment. This verſion is not always agreeable to the original; but in ſome places is more con- 


formable to the Samaritan Pentateuch, and in ſome to the verſion of the Septuagint. In the 
Pſalms, the tranſlator has taken the liberty to leave out the antient titles and inſcriptions 66 


each Pſalm, inſtead of which he gives an abſtract of the contents of each Pfalm. 


Ir is paſt diſpute, that the Latin churches had even in the firſt ages a tranſlation of the 
Bible in their language, which being the vulgar language, and conſequently underſtood by 
every one, occaſioned a vaſt number of Latin verſions. Among all theſe, there was one 
which was generally received, and called by Sr. Jerom the Vulgate, or common tranſlation, 
St. Auſtin gives this verſion the name of the Italic, and prefers it to all the reſt. 

St. JeRoM undertook to reviſe and correct the Latin verſion of the Bible; but having af- 
terwards attained to a more perfect knowledge of the Hebrew language, he ſet about a new 
tranſlation of ſome books of the Old Teſtament from the Hebrew; and continuing, at the 
ſolicitation of his friends, to tranſlate the reſt, he at laſt perfected an intire new verſion of all 
the books contained in the Hebrew canon. In his augen, he followed, as nearly as he

could, the verſion of the Septuagint, and retained the very expreſſions of the antient vulgar 


Latin, as far as was conſiſtent with purity of ftile and true Latinity. This tranſlation was fo 
highly applauded by the Chriſtian church, that ſome authors have pretended it was brought 
to perfection by the inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, But St. Auguſtine looked upon the au- 
thor to be fo well ſkilled in the Hebrew language, as to be able to undertake, and bring to 
perfection ſuch a work by the ſtrength of his own abilities. St. Jerom's verſion was ſoon re- 
ceived in many churches, and in the 6th century it became as general, and in as great eſteem, 
as the antient Vulgate. | 5 

IT was not till the ſixteenth century that any new. Latin tranſlations were made of the 
Bible from the Hebrew text. Sanctes Pagninus, a Dominican monk, was the firſt who un- 
dertook a new verſion of the books of Scripture from the modern Hebrew text. His deſign 
was encouraged by pope Leo X. and his verſion made its firſt appearance at Lyons in the 
year 1327. It adheres too ſcrupulouſly to the words of the text, which makes it obſcure, 
and ſavours of barbarity in many places. He is likewiſe often miſled ds to the ſenſe, having 
affected too much to follow the explications of the Jewiſh' Rabbins, It is, however a very 
uſeful work, and very proper to explain the literal ſenſe of the Hebrew text. Arias Mon- 
_ when he compiled the edition of the Biblia Polyglotta, reviſed this tranſlation of 

agninus. A 

CARDINAL Cajetan, though not verſed in the Hebrew, undertook a tranſlation of ſome + 
parts of the Bible, by the aſſiſtance of two perſons well ſkilled in that language, the one a 
Jew, the other a Chriſtian. After him Iſidore Clarius, a monk of Mount n, ſet himſelf 
to reform the vulgar verſion of the Bible after the Hebrew text; in the doing of which he 
pretends to have corrected above eight thouſand paſſages of the Bible. Beſides theſe tranſ- 
lations made by catholic authors, there are ſome likewiſe performed by proteſtant tranſlators, 
the firſt of whom was Sebaſtian Munſter. His verſion is more intelligible, and in much bet- 
ter Latin, than that of Pagninus. Huetius beſtows on him the character of a tranſlator well 
verſed in the Hebrew, whoſe ſtile is very exact and conformable to the original. The 
tranſlation of Leo Juda, a Zuinglian, printed at Zurich in 1543, and afterwards by Robert 
Stephens in 1545, is written in a more elegant ſtile than that of Munſter; but he often 
departs from the Jiteral meaning of the Hebrew text for the ſake of an elegant Latin ex- 
preſſion, However in this he has not taken ſo great a liberty as Sebaſtian Caſtalio, Who un- 
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dertook to give the world an elegant Latin verſion of the Bible: but there are critics who 
cenſure him for departing from the noble ſimplicity and natural grandeur of the original, and 
deviating into an affected effeminate ſtile, overcharged with falſe rhetoric, and not always 
true Latinity. The verſion of Junius and Tremellius, has much more of the true natural 
ſimplicity: the chief Hebraiſms are preſerved in it, and the whole is ſtrictly conformable to 
the Hebrew text. We muſt not forget the verſion of Theodore Beza, a proteſtant divine of 
Geneva in the 16th century. Sebaſtian Caſtalio found fault with this verſion, and Beza wrote 
an apology for it about the year 1564. Du Pin, ubi ſupra. 

Txz Arabic verſions of the Bible are of two forts; the one done by Chriſtians, the other 
by Jews. There is one of the Old Teſtament, whoſe author is ſuppoſed to be Saadias Gaon, 
a Jew of Babylon, who wrote the ſame about the year of Chriſt goo. Of this whole work 
the Pentateuch alone is printed. The Jews have another Arabic verſion in Hebrew charac- 
ters, which Erpenius publiſhed in Arabic characters at Leyden in the year 1622. Among the 
Arabic tranſlations done by Chriſtians, there is one printed in the Polyglots of Paris and 
London; but both the author, and the time when it was written, are unknown. It muſt 
have been made ſince the publication of the Koran, becauſe the author, in many places, has 
evidently followed it. In this verſion the Pentateuch is tranſlated from the Hebrew text; Job 
from the Syriac ; and the reſt from the Septuagifft, and two other verſions of the Pentateuch, 
the manuſcripts of which are in the Bodleian Library. There are alſo ſome Arabic tranſ- 
lations of the Pſalms; one printed at Genoa in 1516, the other at Rome in 1619 ; and there 
5 a manuſcript verſion of the prophets in this language preſerved in the Bodleian Library. Da 
Iux goſ 4 being preached in all nations, there is no doubt, but that the Bible, which 
18-the foundation of the Chriſtian religion, was tranſlated into the reſpective languages of each 
nation, St. Chryſoſtome and Theodoret doth teſtify, that the books of the Old and New 
Teſtament had. been tranſlated into the Syrian, Egyptian, Indian, Perſian, Armenian, Ethio- 


pic, Scythian, and Samaritan languages. Socrates and Sozomen tell us, that Ulphilas biſhop 


of the Goths, who lived about the middle of the fourth century, had tranſlated the Holy 


Scriptures into the Gothic language; and pope John VIII. gave his approbation. to the verſion 
of the Holy Scriptures made into the_Sclavonian. | 


Tus. Ethiopic verſion of the Old Teſtament is made immediately from the Greek text of 
the Septuagint; and there is a very plain agreement between this tranſlation, and the Alex- 
Andrian manuſcript: the order of the chapters, the inſcriptions of the Pſalms, and every thing 
elſe being exactly alike. The Ethiopians attribute this verſion to Frementius, the apoſtle of E- 
thiopia, ſent thither by Athanaſius biſhop. of Alexandria. Ludolf. Hiſt. Ethiop. lib. iii. cap. 4. 
Ts Coptic or Egyptian tranſlation, is likewiſe made from the Greek of the Septuagint, in 


which the Egyptian tranſlator fo punctually followed the Greek text, that he refuſed to make uſe 
of the labours of Origen and others, who had been at the pains to compare the Greek verſion 


with the Hebrew text. We are quite in the dark as to the author, and the time of this ver- 


ſion, but probably it is very antient, ſince we cannot ſuppoſe the Egyptian church. was long 


without a tranſlation of the ſcriptures in their mother tongue. "pp | tm: 
Trtxe are ſeveral tranſlations of the Bible in the Perſian language, moſt of which are in 
manuſcript. There is a tranſlation of the Pſalms by one Father John, a Carmelite; and ano- 
ther of the ſame book done from the Latin by the Jeſuits. Walton, in the London Poly- 
lot, has publiſhed the goſpels tranſlated by one Simon the ſon of Joſeph, a Chriſtian of 
Perſia who lived in the year 1341. We have likewiſe ſome manuſcript tranſlations of the 
Bible in the Turkiſh language, particularly a'verſion of the New Teſtament, printed at. Lon- 

don in the year 1666 | | 1 
| | HE 
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Tur Armenians have an old tranſlation of the ſcriptures in their language, taken from the 
Greek of the Septuagint. Three learned Armenians, were. employed about it, in the time 
of the emperor Arcadius, viz. Moſes ſirnamed the Grammarian, David the philoſopher, and 
Mampræus. The Armenians, in 1666, procured an edition of the Bible in their language 
to be made at Amſterdam, under the direction of an Armenian biſhop. - - 

Tre Georgians have likewiſe a tranſlation of the Bible in the old Geargian language: but 
as this language is known only to a very few perſons, and the people of the country being 
extremely ignorant, there is ſcarce any one who either reads or underſtands rhis verſion. 

Wurst the Roman empire ſubſiſted in Europe, the reading of the ſcriptures in the La- 
tin tongue, which was the univerſal language of that empire, prevailed every where. But 
ſince the face of affairs in Europe has been changed, and ſo many different monarchies e- 
rected upon the ruins of the Roman empire, the Latin tongue has by degrees grown into 
diſuſe; whence has ariſen a neceſſity of tranſlating the Bible into the reſpective languages of 
each people; and this has produced as many different . verſions of the ſcriptures in the modern 
languages, as there are different nations profeſſing the Chriſtian religion. Hence we meet 
with French, Italian, Spaniſh, German, Flemiſh, Daniſh, Sclayonian, Poliſh, Bohemian, and 
Ruſſian or Muſcovite Bibles; beſides the Anglo-Saxon and modern Engliſh and Iriſh Bibles. 

Tur oldeſt French Bible we hear of is the verſion of Peter de Vaux, chief of the Wal- 
denſes, who lived about the year 1160. Raoul de Preſle tranſlated the Bible into French in 


the reign of Charles V. king of France, about the year 1380. Beſides theſe, there are ſeve- 


ral old French tranſlations of particular parts of the ſcripture. The doctors of Louvain. 
publiſhed the Bible in French at Louvain, by order of the emperor Charles V. in 1550.---- 
There is a verſion by Iſaac le Maitre de Sacy, publiſhed in 1672, with explanations of the li- 
teral and ſpiritual meaning of the text, which was received with wonderful applauſe, and has 
been often reprinted. As to the New Teſtaments in French, which have been printed ſe- 
parately, one of the moſt remarkable is that of F. Amelotte of the oratory, compoſed by the 
direction of ſome French prelates, and printed with annotations in the year 1666, 1667, and 
1670. The author pretends he had been at the pains to ſearch all the libraries in Europe, 
and collate the oldeſt manuſcripts. But in examining his work, it appears that he has produced 
no conſiderable various readings, which had not been before taken notice of either in the 
London Polyglot or elſewhere. The New Teſtament of Mons, printed in 166g, with the 
archbiſhop of Cambray's permiſſion, and the king of Spain's licence, made a great noiſe in 
the world. It was condemned by pope Clement IX. in 1668, and by pope Innocent XI. in 
1679, and in ſeveral biſhoprics of France at ſeveral times. The New Teſtament publiſhed at. * 
Trevoux in 1702, by M. Simon, 5 literal and critical annotations upon difficult paſſages, 
was condemned by the biſhops of Paris and Meaux in 1702. F. Bohours, a jeſuit, with the 
aſſiſtance of F. F. Michael Tellier, and Peter Bernier, jeſuits likewiſe, publiſhed a tranſlation 
of the New Teſtament in 1697: but this tranſlation is for the moſt part harſh and obſcure, 
which was owing to the author's keeping too ſtrictly to the Latin text from which he tranſ- 
lated, | AE | | | | 

Tux firſt Italian Bible . publiſhed by the Romaniſts, is that of Nicholas Malerme, a'Bene- 
dictine monk, printed at Venice in 1471. It was: tranſlated from the Vulgate. The verſion. 
of Anthony Brucioli, publiſhed at Venice in 1532, was prohibited by the council of Trent. 


The Calvinifts likewiſe have their Italian Bibles. There is one of John Diodati in 160% and. 


71641, and another of Maximus Theophilus in 1551, dedicated to Francis de Medicis duke 
of Tuſeany. The Jews of Italy have no entire verſion. of the Bible in Italian; che Inquiſi- 
tion conſtantly refuſing to allow them the liberty, of printing one. 44 

Tut firſt Spaniſh, Bible that we hear of, is that mentioned by Cyprian de Valera, Which 
he ſays was publiſhed about the year 1300. The epiſtles and goſpels were publiſhed in that 
language by Ambroſe de Monteſin in 1312; the whole Bible by Caſſiodore de Reyna, a Cal- 


viniſt, 
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viniſt, in 1569; and the New Teſtament; dedieated to the emperor Charles V. by Francis 
Enzinas, otherwiſe called Uriander, in 3443. The firſt Bible which was printed in Spaniſh 
for the uſe of the Jews, was thar printed at Ferrara in 1353, in Gothic characters, and dedi- 
cd to Hercules d'Eſt duke of Ferrara. This verſion is very antient, and was probably in 
uſe among the Jews of Spain before Ferdinand and Habella expelled them out of their domi- 
nions in 1492 — EW | 
' Fai g and moſt antient tranſlation of the Bible in the German language, is that of Ul- 
philas biſhop of the Gorhs, about the year 360. This biſhop left out the books of Kings, 
which treat chiefly of war, \efſt it ſhould too much encourage the martial humour of rhe Goths. 
Art imperfect manuſcript of this verſion was found in the abbey of Verden, near Cologn, 
written in letters of filver, for which reaſon it is called Codex Argentens ; and it was publiſhed 
by Francis Junius in (665. The oldeſt German printed Bible extant, is that of Nuremberg, 
printed in 1447: but who the author of it was, is uncertain. | John Emzer, chaplain to 
George duke of Saxony, publiſhed a verſion of the New Teſtament in oppoſition - to Luther. 
There is a German Bible of John Eckius in 1537, with Emzer's New Teſtament added to it; 
and one by Ulembergins of Weſtphalia, procured by Ferdinand duke of Bavaria, and printed 
in 1630. Martin Luther, having employed eleven years in -tranſlating the Old and New 
Teſtament, publiſhed it in 1322. The learned agree, that his language is pure, and the ver- 
fion clear, and free from intricacies: it was reviſed by ſeveraFperfons of quality, who were 
maſters of all the delicacies of the German Nr The German Bibles which have been 


1 printed in Saxony, Switzerland, and elſe where, are fur the moſt patt the ſame as that of Lu- 


ther, with very little variation. e | 
Tux Flemiſh Bibles of the Romaniſts are very numerous, and for the moſt part have no 
author's name prefixed to them, till that of Nicholas Vinck, printed at Louvain in 1348. 
The Flemiſh verſions made uſe of by the Calviniſts till the year 1637, were copied principally 
from that of Luther. But the ſynod of Dort having in 1618 appointed a new tranſlation of 
the Bible into Flemiſh, deputies were named for that work, which was not finiſhed till the 
ear 1637. | | | | 

, Tre Ent Danifh Bible was publiſhed by Peter Palladius, Olaus, Chryſoftom, John Synnin- 
grus, and John Maccabzus, in 1550, in which they followed Lurher's firſt German verſion. 
There are two other verſions, the one by John Paul Refenius, biſhop of Zealand, in 1605 ; 
the other, being the New Teſtament only, by John Michel, in 1524. 

Ix 1534, Olaus and Laurence publiſhed a Swedifh Bible from the German verſion of Mar- 
tin Luther. It was reviſed in 1617, by order of king Guſtavus Adolphus, and was after- 
wards almoſt univerſally followed. | EEE, ! 

Taz Bohemians have a Bible tranſlated by eight of their doctors, whom they had ſent to 
the ſchools of Wittemberg and Baſil, on purpoſe to ſtudy the original languages. Ir was 
printed in Moravia in the year 1339.— The firſt Poliſh verſion of the Bible, it is ſaid, was 
that coinpoſed by Hadewich wife of Fagellon, duke of Lithuania, who-embraced Chriſtianity 
in the year 1390.——The Ruſſians or Muſcovites publiſhed the Bible in their language in 
1581. It was tranſlated from the Greek by St. Cyril, the apoſtle of the Sclavonians; but 

* old verſion being too obſcure, Erneſt Gliik, Who had been carried priſoner to Moſcow,

N mas Lord Berkeley: he lived in the reign of Richard II. and: finiſhed his tranſlation in the 
WH year 1357. The ſecond author, who undertook this work, was the famous Wiekliff, ho 
lived in the reigns of Edward III. and Richard II. The manuſcript of his verſion is in ſe- 
veral libraries m England, In the year 1534, an Engliſh verſion of the Bible, done partly 
by William Tindal, and partly by Miles Coverdale, was brought into England from Ant- 
werp. The biſhops found great fault with this tranſlation ; upon whick a motion was made 
in convocation for an Engliſh tranſlation of the Bible, to be ſet up in all churches. This mo- 
tion, though oppoſed by biſhop Gardiner and his party, fucceeded at laſt. The king gave 
orders for ſetting about it with all poſſible haſte, and within three years the impreſſion of it 
was finiſhed. Cromwell procured a general warrant from the king, allowing all his ſubjects 
to read it; for which Cranmer wrote his thanks to Cromwell, * rejoicing to fee the work of re. 
formation now riſen in England, fince the Word of God did nom ſhine over is all withaut a cloud,” 
—Fromwell likewiſe gave out injunctions, requiring the clergy to ſet up Bibles in all their 
churches, and to encourage the people to read them.

Bergier, an ingenious and elegant writer, in a work which he has lately publiſhed, intitled, Elemens primitiſi du 
Langues, obſerves, * that in Exodus, and the other places, where mention is made of the cherubims of the ark and 
temple, he thinks that cherub generally ſignifies an image, fatue, or carving, which ſometimes repreſents an human 
figure, ſometimes an animal, ſometimes both; and, therefore, to him it ſeems analogous to the Hebrew word hakrob, 
which fi nifies a point, or edge, and, conſequently, the ſculptors chifſe!; and alſo to the verb carab, which, in Syriac 
and Arabic, ſignifies /o labour. I could eaſily ſhew, ſays he, that in all languages, the expreſſions to,carwe, to engrav, 
to etch, &c. are all analogous, and formed from ſynonimous roots. It ſhould be obſerved that our verb grawer, 7o etch, 
has, for its root, rev, or rab; as hakrob, carab, cherub ; like yaw, and ſeribo; and thus, that cherubim, may, in

(m) This badly-tranſlated paſſage has given room for ſtrange notions, both amon ſt the Jews and ſeveral Chriſtian -- 
Interpreters, It doth not imply that he were now to be circumciſed, who had already undergone that operation. 
Indeed the rabbis pretend this was the caſe; and St. Auguſtin informs us, that ſome ancient doQors on this ſuppo- 
ſttion founded a neceſſity of repeated baptiſm. But whatever the Jews may adyance reſpecting the er manner 
in which circumciſion was adminiſtered in the wilderneſs, it has no foundation but in their fancy. All that God here 
commands, is to reſume the euſtom of circumciſion, which, generally ſpeaking, was neglected in the deſart.“

Spencer, whom Mr. Locke quotes and approves, 
gives the words another meaning; underſtanding by the reproach of Egypt, that ſlavery which had ſubjected the Liraelites 
to the Egyptians; and he thinks circujncifion took away this reproach, becauſe it ſhewed, that thoſe to whom it was 
adminiſtered were the children of Abraham, and the lawful heirs of that patriarch, to whom the land of Canaan had 
been promiſed. The Iſraelites, therefore, confidered uncircumeifion as a diſgrace ; they found,. and they left the 
Epyptians uncircumeiſed ;, fo that uncircumciſion could not be better defcribed, than by calling it the reproach of Egypt. 
(e) The miraculous nature of this event is ſo palpable, that one cannot conceive how 1t could come into the 
minds of any to conteſt it, or even to endeavour to aſſign natural reaſons for it. The horrid art of war was in its 
infancy at the time of Joſhua; and it does not appear that any of the means found out in fubſequent ages for over- 
throwing the walls of cities, or making breaches in them, were then in uſe. The invention of the battering ram is 
much later. Pliny ſeems to attribute it to Epeus, during the fiege of Troy; but, in all probability, Ezekiel is the 


oldeſt author that has mentioned this formidable machine, and Nebuchadnezzar the firſt perſon who uſed it, in the

an eye witneſs, that being at Taormina, a city in Sicily, above thirty miles from mount Ætna, that volcano made an 
eruption, the noiſe of which ſhook every houſe in the city, with circumſtances which would not allow him to doubt that 
this agitation proceeded from the mere trembling of the air, which communicated itſelf to the houſes, But how comes it 
then to paſs, that we never ſee the frightful clamour of ſo many cannons, mortars, guns, which ſwallow up the ſound 


of the loudeſt. inſtruments, and whoſe: horrible din ſhakes the air as with thunder, round a beſieged city, that we 
never ſee this noiſe alone open breaches to the beſiegers, and ſpare them the trouble of trenches, mines, and aſſaults? - 


But it is too much to ſtop to confute a ſuppoſition, which has engaged the notice of the learned, merely becauſe they , 


are learned who have ventured to advance it.

Such was the hail which fell in Suffolk the 15th of July, 1666, that which oppreſſed 
the country about Liſle in 1686, that which happened in Wales in 1697, and particularly that which did ſo much da- 
mage in Staffordſhire the ſame year. We have moreoyer an account of the hail whieh in 1717 deſolated Namur, and 
the whole country round it, the leaſt pieces of which weighed a quarter of a pound, others a pound, others three, and 
ſome eight, All theſegvents prove that hail-ſtones alone are — to have done that damage to the army of the 
Amorites, mentioned by the ſacred hiſtorian; ſo that nothing obliges us to have recourſe to another explanation,

It is evident, from Saul's charge againſt Ahimelech, that 
his ſuſpicion of the prieſt's being in David's intereſt, aroſe merely from the information of Doeg, and not from any 
thing they had done before this, contrary to their duty, For Saul confines himſelf to the facts which Doeg alledged 
againſt him, and never intimates that they had done any thing formerly tooffend. Even Saul himſelf afterwards exculpates 
them, when he declares David to be more righteous than himſelf, chap. xxv. 17. which David could not be, if really 
guilty of rebellion againſt him; and if he was totally free from this charge, the prieſts. could not be concerned in any 
ſuch rebellion with him. The maſſacre of them, therefore, was ſo outrageous, ſo bloody and ſo horrible, that it paints 
the character of Saul in the blackeſt colours; and expoſes him as a hang + not only to tyrannical monarchs, but 
likewiſe to private perſons, who give a looſe to the inſtigations of jealous ſuſpicion and intemperate wrath.

Dr, Delany obſerves, that Saul attained two ends by this maſſacre; Firſi, He weakened the power of the prieſts, whom 
he had made his enemies, by flaying ſuch a number of them, and ſtripping the order of their poſſeſſions.

Hope ſeconded and ſupported Shecher's paſſion, not in itſelf criminal: but deſpair drove Amnox's into its oppoſite ex- 
treme, This is often obſerved to be the caſe with paſſions too tumultuous and unruly. Amnon's mind was firſt 
agitated by luſt, and then by remorſe, which-drove to different extremes like the vibrations of a pendulum. God
